TO A BACKGROUND rumble of all 
manner of rumour, some of them as 
strange as the imagined use of Moroccan 
troops against his nemhbour, Presiden: 
Sékou Touré. of Guinea, seems bent at 
presen’ on continuing he “oi war with 
Guinea-Bissau But at least the facts behind 
the rumours seem plain enough, even if the 
Gutome remains to be seen 

Oashore and near-shore oi prospecting 
im these parts of West Africa, carried on by 
several multinational corporations dunng 
the late colonial penod, seems never to 
have produced any worthwhile resull, or, at 
least, none was ever claimed or admitted. 
Yet recent soundings now suggest that 
somewhat more distant ternional waters 
may contain useful oi] resources, just as 
they certainly contain rich stores of fish. 
Ths was for jong a matter of the merest 
speculatior, but there now appears to be 
some groun. for thinking that the ou 1s 
there. or more prudently put, that the 
chances of it being there will warrant 
looking for it 

So the maritime fronuers up to 
internauonally-accepted limits have 
become important as they never were 
before The colonial powers of the past 
bothered their heads not at ali about such 
fronuers further than a cannon-sho! would 
carry. and thew ‘share-out” agreements 
were made accordingly These agreement 
therefore sad nothing about mariume 
frontiers except in relation to sossibly 
dsputabie coastal slancs At decoloniaisa. 
uon. however. such frontiers were agreed 
bh Afican coastal states as being lines 





prolonged seaward at approximate) 
Tig tt-angies to the coastal baseline, or 
varying a litte one way or the other by loca! 
agreement between neighbours 
The Gambia s frontiers with Senegal. for 
one cxample among many, are fired by that 
method; so are those of Guinea and Sierra 
Leone These agreements on mantme 
fronuers have in fact been nothing more 
than an extension of the 1964 OAL 
resolution on the acceptance of the 
terntonal fronuers fixed by the colonial 
“share out 
For the country that i now 
Guinea-Basau and was formerly Por- 
tuguese Guiné, the crucial agreement on 
fronuers was a Franco-Portuguese conven. 
tion of 1886. This defined the land 
frontiers, and divided up the coastal islands 
on the same plan. its stipulations have ever 
since remained in force, and have not been 
questioned by any party As with other 
colomal conventions of ths kind. the 
agreement said nothing abou! maritime 
frontiers beyond the narrow limits of a few 
miles that were accepted in those days But 
there seemed no ground for controversy. 
even before Guinea-Bissau became 
independent. since prolongation seaward 
along a line at nght-angies to the base line” 
was already a firmly agreed convention 
among West African states already 
independent 
Bui President Touré though! otherwise 
Quite suddenly. in 1964, his government 
iad clam to terntonal waters which iay 
clearly within the sovereignty of his 
northern neighbour As may be seen from

Neither claim seems to have been notwed 
at the time. If the Portuguese government 
and its colonial administration did in fact 
notwe these claims, they seem to have 
preterred to ignore them as being perfectly 
untenable. and itis in any case unthinkable 
that they would have accepted them. As for 
the liberation movement of Guinea-Bissau, 
the PAIGC, it was then in the very midst of 
crucial battles for survival against the 
Portuguese arm) and air-force, and could 
sa) nothing on the subject 

But once the PAIGC had won 
independence for Guinea-Bissau in 1974 
and 1975. its leaders - et about looking into 
the question of ther mantme frontiers 
Soon enough they appear to have found to 
their surprise that their southern neighbour 
would not even recognise that a dispute 
existed 

Matters might have been allowed to rest 
there if it had remained simply a question of 
a claim for the sake of President Touré’s 
much-massaged self-esteem. If all he 
wanted to do was to show off, litte harm 
might come of it. But around the middie of 
thes year things took a more serous turn 
The Conakry government let slip that it had 
granted a prospecting lense to Teaas 
L mon Oi, and that this lence included 
nearly all the terntorial waters in dispute 
At the same time, apparently. Conakry 
informed Bissau that « regarded their 
maritime frontiers as running along the old

At this point, evidently with a good deal 

of reluctance, the government ot President 
Luw Cabral and Prime Minister Joao Vieira 
began to take a tougher line of protest The 
Bissau paper of the PAIGC, Nu Prices 
reiterated the official view that Toure s 
claim was completely unacceptable as to th. 
terntonal waters of Guinea-Bissau, being 
both “absurd” and “enormous a gross 
infringement on the country’s sovereignty 
as well as a certain threat to the country's 
eCONOMK prospects. || went on to point oul 
that if Senegal on the north applied the 
same approach as Guinea on the south, then 
Guinea-Bssau would be left with 
practically no waters beyond spitting 
distance of its beaches. 

There the matter sull rests: uneasily, and 
no doubt with further developments to 
come. Meanwhile the Bissau government 
has gone on with its plans for granting its 
Own prospecting ixences in its own 
territorial waters, obviously including those 
‘taken” by Touré in his claim of 1964/65 
and his leence to Texas Oil of 1980; and 
Bissau has also assumed its place in the 
prospective oil-producing community of 
the world. Its discussions with the World 
Bank on finance relevant to otl-extraction 
are said to be well advanced. 

So far as the dispute with Conakry is 
concerned, Bissau has repeated its request 
for amiable negouations. To this, in 
August, Conakry has again replied that no 
dispute exists. Does this mean that Toure 
means to pass from one stage of his ‘‘oil 
war to another’ Or that he will quietly 
withdraw”

ifext] Question: You are one of the historic leaders of the war of 
liberation of your country as you began it against the dictator Tombalbaye 
at a time when no one else had it in mind and particularly when relations 
between Fort-Lamy and Paris were such that it was hard to imagine the 
possibility of a change of government. You have lived in exile, lived 
through as a fighter, all the events that have bloodied your country for 
more than 15 years. Now you remain in place as president of the original 
FROLINAT, Moreover you are in a good position to tell us how it comes 
about that after the victory of the forces of liberation against the old 
regime and its total elimination civil war continued between those who 
had been brothers-in-arms, with this war taking on an intensity more 
terrible than before, with reason to fear no quick peaceful solution is 
possible. 


Answer: To begin with, I will permit myself to say one thing, namely 

that I don't like being called ‘historic leader’ inasmuch as it was not 

I who created the FROLINAT. It was started in 1966 and I became secretary 
general in October 1968. The most that one can say is that its organiza- 
tion, its structures and its orientations are my work. As for the present 
struggle, it is the result of the lack of perspicacity and political sense 
on the part of all the factions involved. Besides one must not forget 

that the compromise, not historic but rather political, which brought about 
the cease-fire and the constituting of the GUNT [Transitional National 
Union Government} was the act of the neighboring countries that took the 
initiative of bringing together all the factions, regardless of how 
representative they were, to discuss their differences within the frame- 
work of the Kano and Lagos accords for the purpose of forming a transitional 
national union government. But the initiative was good in itself, the 
discussions and the establishing of the GUNT were programmed like a public 
spectacle. It is not possible to settle in a few days a war that has 
lasted for several years: take the example of Rhodesia, where it took 
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2 months to implement the cease-fire and to determine the conditions tor 
peace, Now as far as we are concerned one might almost say that even 
though the Intentions were good the work was botched, hence the result 
we now have before us, 


i, the war has flared up again, that is because there are ll factions that 
have been gotten together, whether by choice or by force, by the neigh- 
boring countries some of which are pulling the strings. That includes 
France to the extent that some ef the factions were more or less manufac- 
tured by Paris. Others were ! ight into the world by Libya, because 
Libya, unable to manipulate che FROLINAT as long as it was a unit, did 
everything possible to break it up, to bring about what I call the 
"Palestinization" of the !ROLINAT, which provided it with opportunities 
for maneuver on pretext of protecting its interests. 


Question: But Doctor, there is one thing that struck all of us friends 
of Chad atter the Douguia Conference: all the factions, the northerners, 
southerners, habreists, Goukounists, and even the French all agreed on 
the idea that the ideal foreign minister for the new independent Chad 
could be no one else but yourself. So how did it happen that you, 
particularly, should have been denied this position at the last minute’ 


Answer: We have a dispute still going between Libya and myselit insofar 

as | have never wanted to allow myself to be manipulated. To be sure, 
Libya has helped us, but what I had against that country was that they 
wanted to run our affairs, when we have no intention whatsoever of allowing 
ourselves to be directed in domestic policy. 


On repeated occasions we have drawn the attention of the Libyan authorities, 
even at the highest level, warning them off for their interference in 
political affairs, for after all, the Chadians are the most concerned and 

in a better position than anyone to solve their own problems. However 

the Palestinization process of the organization was under way because 
Libya, taking advantage of the Laval-Mussolini accords, took over a 

portion of Chadian territory. 


Question: So you became Enemy No 1 as far as they were concerned.

Anewer: Demilitarization will perforce bring about security, the ability 
to travel freely, that should happen during a period of 18 months. Then 
there must be elections to appoint a definitive government reflecting 
the popular consensus. That's the Lagos accords. It's the only solution 
because saying this or that party will win militarily is misleading. 


Question: Do you think the Europeans will be able to return and work in 
Chad? 


\Anewer: Yes, the Europeans left because of the insecurity. 


Question: im the event that Hissein Habre is militarily defeated, do 
you think a new war will break out between Kamougue and Goukouni which 
will be in opposition to the Northern bloc and the Southern bloc’ 


\newer: I think that first two hypotheses must be kept in mind. To say 
that Hissein Habre will be eliminated, that's impossible. In the event 

of a victory by Hissein Habre, what will happen then’? The South, not having 
totally committed itseif in the war, would secede, given the antagonism 
between the two men. So a military victory by Hissein Habre would mean 
secession of the South and the return of Goukouni from Tibesti. But he 

has not got the whole of Tibesti besind him. And the war might continue

Question: in your view, how is it that despite this political and diplo- 
matic intervention on the part of the various African states, the inter- 
vention of the Inter-African Peace Force in the end should have proved 
such a nullity’ 


Anewer: I don't want to be unkind and speak ill of the African countries, 
but vou know that in Africa there are some countries that are financially 
solvent and others that aren't. The latter therefore have no means to 
back up their policy. It is very expensive to send an Expeditionary Corps 
somewhere! For instance, the Congolese were able to get their contingent 
in position by asking the Algerians for planes, The VAU is incapable of 
doing that, that is why I said that France is already on the spot and in 
the best position for imposing a cease-fire, under the control of the OAL. 


Question: At the end of the Franco-African Summit at Nice, you know that 
President Senghor advocated the intervention of the Blue Helmets of the 
United Nations. What do you think of that’ 


Answer: I think he is right. The Civil War and the Battie of Ndjamena 
ravaged the country and almost destroyed the Chadian economy. Economi- 
cally, Chad has its back to the wall. 


Question: But even before this Civil War, the Chadian Treasury had 
suspended payment. 














Anewer: Therefore there is no question but that an enormous amount of 
international aid is necessary to keep the country going!

Anawer: Yes, Libya has the means to supply aid, that's true, but | always 
said that Libya is capable of helping a Liberation movement, is capable

a State. I have never yet seen Libya supplying massive aid to 4 country 
in economic trouble, 


Question: Why’ 


Answer: That's the way it is because Libya imposes too many conditions. 
All you have to do is look at the first attempt it made with the Sudan.

Is a Malagasy theology possible and desirable? The 
reader will find much material for an answer to this 
question in his article. 


This article is an attempt to investigate the concept 
of a "Malagasy theology." Although far from being an 
exhaustive study it could nonetheless be of interest 
to those foreign nationals and Malagasy who desire to 
carry out a geniune and profound work of evangel- 
ization on the "Big Island." We wish to express our 
most sincere appreciation to MADAGASCAR-MATIN for its 
willingness to give the article space in its columns. 


‘me of the major concerns of the Christian churches today is to be able to 
evangelize the modern world adequately--to make an intensive effort to 
bring Christ's doctrine to the peoples of the world *: icient depth to 
embed that doctrine in their cultures and in their m . . +: social reality 
while vigorously preaching respect for the individual and i.e establishment 
of social and international justice in the name of Christ himself. 




















for the Roman Chure’) ‘n partieular, the most recent Council opened an era of 
renewal, a veritable new age of its history, thanks first and foremost to the 


firm distinetion it made between the message and the expressions of that 
lessages=in other words, between dogma and theology. Theological plurality 
is accordingly allowed, while dogma remains resolutely unitary and unchanged 
as the sacred depository entrusted to the apostles and to their successors 
in union with Peter: that is to say, with the Pope. 


Catholic Theology Past and Future 


We are pleased to cite a paragraph from No 17 of the Vatican I! Decree on 
fcumenism: "What has been said (above) concerning legitimate diversity in 
matters of worship and discipline should be applied also to the theological 
formulation of doctrine. The fact is that in the effort to achieve a 
profound understanding of revealed truth, the methods and means of under- 
standing an expressing divine subjects in the East have been different from 
those prevailing in the West. It is, therefore, not surprising that certain 
aspects of revealed mystery have sometimes been better understood and better 
explained by either the one or the other, despite the fact that these diverse 
theological formulas should often be regarded as more complementary than 
contradictory." 


Until now (that is to say, for 2,000 years) the Church has, therefore, 
developed within the framework of two theologies: the Eastern (theology of 
the Orthodox and Eastern peoples attached to Rome) and the Western (theology 
of the Roman Church). We have no reason, however, not to believe that in its 
third millenium the Universal Church will be enriched by new contributions: 
Latin American, Asian, African theologies which will assume forms that will 
vary from one people to the other, from one country to the other, and will 
include the Malagasy theology. These diverse peoples are, in effect, neither 
completely Eastern nor completely Western, according to tradition in 
ecclesiastical history. This serves to confirm the advent of a new era in 
Christianity--initiated by Vatican II--of which we have made mention above. 


What People, and What Theology, in Madagascar? 


A Malagasy theology is nothing more than the result of the acculturation of 
the Gospel of Madagascar. A country, however, is its people. One mus:-, 
therefore, identify the latter as they are in their unsophisticated soul-- 
i soul which has, however, remained unchanged by virtue of the efforts they 
have made to build a civilization of their own. This is a sine qua non 
condition tor the elaboration of a theology that will be well received by 
the Malagasy population. 


What, then, are these people like, and what kind of theology suits them?

i, A Poople With A Positive and Practical Disposition 


Alter accepting the faith through the instrumentality of grace, a person may 
have either of two different attitudes, With the one attitude he desires to 
understnad the faith, to understand the concept, while with the other he sets 
out immediately to translate the faith into real Life, into action. Although 
these two attitudes are complementary rather than contradictory, the 

Malagasy are inclined to adopt the second attitude rather than the first. 
\nything conceptual or discursive in nature--anything requiring the exercise 
of great mental agility--escapes their understanding. Abstract ideas should 
be presented to them in the form of comparisons and tmages borrowed from 
nature and from the realities of life. 


The Malagasy receive and accept at face value--in the ostensible but correct 
meanings thereof--the Gospel, the Creeds (of the aposties, of Nicaea, of 
Paul Vi), and the teachings of the Church. They see these not as purely 
theoretical theological statements to be studied but as truths to be 
belteved and Lived. The Malagasy quite properly do not seek intellectual 
satistaction in a dogma, by dissecting a biblical passage or a Western-style 
churchly utterance through the art of reasoning and analysis to the point of 
wanting to investigate the mysteries of God in order to understand them. 


in becoming Christians, the Malagasy receive with simplicity the grace of the 
faith with their customary good will and accept its requirements and practices 
out of their love of God. Christ and His doctrine must be presented to them 
not as material for study but as objects of practical faith and, therefore, 

of love and of life. They willingly cleave to Christ the Person--the Life, 
the Wav and the Truth. 


in short, Eastern theology is welcome in Madagascar, corresponding as it does 
to the mentality of the people. It is theology presented as an apophatic 
theognosis based on the following exiom: "Concerning God we know only that 
he is, and not what he is." The Malagasy Christian willingly subscribes to 
the two concepts of St Gregory of Nicaea: "If you are a theologian you will 
pray truly; and if you pray, you are a theologian.” And: "Conceptions 
create idols of God, but only a state of wonder makes it possible to under- 
stnad anything." Then he adopts the teaching of St Gregory of Nanzianze as 
his own: "There is no way to know God other than to live in Him...." To 

sum up the foregoing we shall conclude by citing Paul Evdokimov, who in his 
interesting work entitled "L'Orthocoxie” [Orthodoxy] wrote: "As a method, 
therefore, apophasis forcefully teaches the correct attitude demanded of 
every theologian by his science: namely, man does not speculate, but changes. 
the soul recognizes God in its own powerlessness, in the act of renouncing 
itsel! and never more belonging to itself.... A genuine theologian transcends 
the points of view of the multiple and sees through the eyes of the Dove: 
through the eve of the Holy Spirit He contemplates the divine Monad that 
remains hidden in its very epiphany."

Divine Persons. A theology which explains the Trinitarian existence in 
simple and very humane fashion as a model of mutual love and fraternal 


relations ts necessarily of fundamental importance to them, 


in the domain of practice, the doctrinal concepts of the Gospel which are 
taught to the faithful should be based on this spirit of sharing and brother- 
hood, and, therefore, on “the lamp to be placed in the candelabrum,” "you 

are the salt of the earth and the light of the world” and “the parable of 

the talents.” Similarly to the catechiam, theology should engender a spirit 
‘ff commitment in emulation of the early Christians, with everyone giving 

each other mutual support ("see how they Love each other!") and going from 
jloor te door to bring the faith to their neighbors. Personal salvation remains 
i truth to be upheld, but this salvation is conditoned precisely by the love 
one beare his fellow man--a love which causes the latter to share in the 
blessings and truths which one has himself received, in accordance with the 
new commandment from the Lord, with the criteria solemnly evoked at the scene 
of the Last Judgment. 


rhis commitment demands appropriate Living conditions in society--a fact which 
leads us te belleve that certain conceptions of pastoral theology need re- 
ision., Our parishes in the great urban centers, for example, have become 
too large; this encourages anonyaity and indivdual religious practice. With- 
it deatroving the parishes themselves, it is perhaps time to establish 
omunities that are based on the dinensions of the urban neighborhood, the 
llage, the fokontanv--communities that will be propitious for the awaken- 


gy and maintenance of the communitarian spirit, accompanied by the fraternal 
nd ristian commitments which this requires in accordance with the 
wmAaBVY mentaiitv. Paul VI, moreover, on 26 September 1975 addressed

Vossesring a very tractable temperament and always seeking to live in 
harmon ith nature, the Malagasy adjusts easily to sudden and unexpected 
turns in events. He is like the wind which--now soft and tranquil--may 














muddeni,y blow violently, evolve into a hurricanhe, and then quickly become 
calm again, The elaselc and ordered Western mind is bewildered by the 
trapicomic and tCheatetcal spectacle in Madagascar and in the Afro=Asian 
world: an audience will suddenly burat out laughing following an actor's 
comical ,esture of burlesque tone and immediately thereafter be plunged 
inte a profound silenee of reflection, emotion or fear, 


‘he Malagasy may, therefore, pass abruptly from one state of mind to another 
that is just the opposite. This is why in the liturgy=--a domain of theology-- 
one Must acknowledge that joyous and merry shouts may instantly precede or 
‘ollow a moment of withdrawal and worship or one of pious reading: all of 
this, however, is prayer, One must also, at the opportune moment, accord 

to each person the Latitude to give free rein to his inspiration for an 
cxpansive personal invocation in satlence=-provided that a suitable intro- 
duction is made for each transition from one attitude to the other. A 
Nalagasyestyle Liturgical religion cannot take the form of a unified move- 
ment, oor can it be characterized by an overall majestic posture in which 
monotony and mental concentration are the rule from one end of the ceremony 
to the other, 


This mobility of sentiments and styles should not, however, induce the 
erroneous conclusion that the Malagasy are implusive. In characterological 
terms, the Malagasy are in the main to be classified among the secondary 
types. They are pensive and meditative by nature. Their reactions are the 
result of prolonged meditation basec on what they have seen, received and 
felt. Like Mary, mother of Jesus in Nazareth, they remember events in their 
hearts. The Word of God and Christian doctrine must, therefore, be dispensed 
to them as spiritual nouritehment to be assimilated internally--as concepts to 
meditate upon that will end in an outpouring of prayer, life and practical 
action. Ome can also say that a Malagasy Christian willingly accepts on 

the one hand the attitude of Kierkegaard ("I recognize truth only when it 
acquires life within me") and on the other hand the affirmation of 

St Paul: “Ite is not I who live, it is Christ who lives within me." In 
conclusion, a course in Malagasy theology and catechism cannot take the form 
of a mere intellectual and academic lesson; it must become genuine meditation 
that will enable one to relish divine things internally. 


upplementary Comments 


Every genuine theology is immersed in the supernatural, even if it is deeply 
involved in worldly aifairs; for the Christian religion is basically 
supernatural, founded as it is on the Revelation. 


Recently (last 5 May, to be specific) John Paul II declared, in a homily 
delivered during the mass he celebrated for the Congolese in Brazzaville: 
“The Church constrains new peoples who come to it to live their lives in 
acecr ance with its pattern. No new community grafted onto the tree of the 
Church can live its life in an independent manner; it can live only by 
participating in the great vital stream which gives the tree life. The 
Church will then receive new treasures of vitality and be able thereby to 
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nibit to the world a areater vartety of fruit.” <A theology appropriate to 
tie culture of a particular people==in the Weat, the East, and elsewhere=- 
should net degenerate tnte nationaliam or sectarianiem; it adda to the wealth 
iY the universal patrimony of the Church, 


in conclusion, the diverse theologies to be accepted henceforth-=ineluding 
‘le Malagasy theology==are converging toward a single center: toward the 
Apostolic See, rock on whieh the Church ta built. Let ua quote in this 
onmection a beautiful passage from Vatican II: "...in the eeclesiaatic 
mmunion there are, legitimately, individual churches which enjoy their 
own traditions without prejudice to the primacy of the pulpit of Peter, 
hich presides over the universal aesembly of charity, protects legitimate 
liversityv and at the same time ensurea that individual differences-<<tar 
from damaging unity--will serve it inetead."” (From the "Constitution

if the first solution proves unfesable the 50,000 tons of cement will be 

paid for in 3 years and 3 months. 


Thank you. The secretary general of the Ministry of Economy and Commerce in 
a short speech thanked the Malagasy desiderata and underlined the fact that 
Madagascar is engaged in construction efforts, but they lack certain mate- 
riel, especially cement. 


Joint Commission: Meeting in Moscow on 19 August 1980. 


On his part, the Soviet commercial representative congratulated himself on 
the unceasing increase in the economic cooperation between the USSR and the 
RDM (Democratic Republic of Madagascar). On this occasion he recalled that 
the tirst commercial accord between our two countries has now been in effect 
for the past 5 years. It began on 20 October 1975. During these 5 years 
the volume of exchanges has almost quintupled. He saw in this ceremony a 
private view of the Soviet/Malagasy joint commission meeting which will take 
place in Moscow beginning on 19 August 1980.

ship association. He also declared that aside from the games he was able to 
meet various persons of rank and leaders of the USSR Supreme Soviet with 
whom he discussed the strengthening and development of the bonds of friend- 
ship and cooperation between the two countries and the two people. 


lie stated further that the common interest of both countries and both sister 
associations was discussed during these meetings, and in addition he men- 
tioned that he was very impressed by Soviet realism. 


Speaking ot the Olympic games, President Andrianarahinjaka affirmed that the 
installations were very impressive. It was not possible to see everything 
he said, and it would be necessary to wait for the feturn of the Malagasy 
official delegation to give us the details of the events that took place 
during the games. President Andrianarahinjaka made it known that he will 
issue a press communique very soon covering his visit to the Soviet Union. 


Upon being questioned regarding the impending arrival of a Soviet parlia-

PROVINCIAL MEETINGS REGISTER SUCCESSES, FAILURES

[Excerpts] Meetings of committees and governments of 
various provinces engage in critical activity review, 

The keynote at the meetings of the top-level agencies of 
the party and the government in the various provinces 
consisted of the assumption of the spirit of the political 
and organizational offensive and the implementation of the 
principle of rendering accounts, particularly regarding the 
production sectors, 


Those meetings, involving the various provincial committees and govern- 
ments, in accordance with information gathered by our reporters and cor- 
respondents, were characterized by a high critical spirit in relation to 
the work done, 


Provincial Government of Maputo 


During the 12th session of the provincial government of Maputo, which took 
place in the country's capital, between 19 September and last night, the 
participants engaged in an analysis of the work done over the past 8 months, 
with particular emphasis on the question of the drought which right now 

has hit some parts of the country, particularly the districts of Matutuine, 
Magude, and Moamba. 


Regarding the agriculture report, the meeting found that the agricultural 
plan for this year was not accomplished due to the drought which, combined 
with the delay in the shipment of agricultural material and the lack of 
discipline observed in some agricultural production units, brought about 

a relative drop in the output. 


Government of Niassa 


During the enlarged meeting of the provincial government of Niassa, there 
was not only a debate on the specific form as to how the spirit of the 
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political and organizational offensive was to be permanently implemented 
but the members of the government also devoted themselves particularly to 
the main problem which currently besets Niassa: the shipment of the surplus 
products of the population, 


ihe members of the government then discussed ways of rationalizing the 
human resources existing in the province, devoting special attention to 
the difficulty relating to management personnel, 


Tete Provincial Committee 


During the second session of the Tete Provincial Committee, which ended 
curing the night of 13 September, First Party Secretary Joao Baptista 

Cosme stressed the fact that the main problen the lack of audacity among 
the leaders, "We are not quickly solving the intry's problems because we 
are afraid of failing, we are afraid of criticiem, This is why we are not 
capable of using the cadres we have available and getting them to assume 
responsibility,” 


"We always say--and we heard the same thing during this session,” the 
provincial first secretary continued, "that we have no cadres," 


After harshly criticizing the opportunist attitude of certain officials, 
Baptista Cosme mentioned the documents approved by the second session of 
the provincial committee, saying that they will have to serve as instru- 
ments on the basis of which action programs will be drafted, 


After 3 days of work, the second enlarged meeting of the provincial govern- 
ment ended on Monday in Xai-Xai. 


In the briefing on the situation regarding planned implementation, various 
problems were brought out which prevent the attainment of the production 
target. An example of this is the Limpopo agribusiness complex which 
exceeded the areas provided for rice cultivation but which did not achieve 
the planned production level, The CAIL [Limpopo Agribusiness Complex) 
officials mentioned various difficulties by way of explanation--difficulties 
which supposedly sprang up in the preparation of the land and which are 
connected with the lack of plows as well as the delay in the purchase of this 
equipment; the planting was late as a result in the delay in the preparation 
of the land; some cultivation areas were lost due to flooding and there 
were also some other aspects, such as terrain leveling, which caused tech- 
nical problems for the harvester-combine, 


Analyzing these reasons, the provincial government concluded that the 
growth of CAIL, in terms of geographic size, was not accompanied by a cor- 
responding technical and organizational growth in that important complex, 


The UPBL (Lower Limpopo Production Unit) likewise did not achieve its cul- 
tivation or harvesting targets; the causes indicated in this case centered 
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around organizational queations sirce, although the enterprise structure 
has been established, it operates only to the extent of 40 percent, as 
was pointed out there, Other reasons given involved the low productivity 
of the workers, the absence of skilled supervisors, as exemplified by 

the fact that there was only one agronomic engineer available there, 


Ae far as the cooperative sector is concerned, the meeting found that the 
cultivation targets were exceeded but the production targets were not at- 
tained, The reason for this situation was the delay in the arrival of 
machinery sent through MECANAGRO, the lack of support by that agency for 
the cooperatives regarding the maintenance of water pumps, the lack of 
rainfall and the lack of varticipation of some cooperative members in the 
work effort, as well e ae insufficient supply of seeds which meant that 
the majority of the cooperatives had to go back to growing tomatoes, 


in the private sector, the document noted that most of the targets were 
attained, in spite of the development of some difficulties, such as the 
lack of spare parts to repair machinery, the lack of support from MECA- 
NAGRO, the absence of support and improper drainage work done by MECANAGRO, 
as well as the delay in loans from the BPD (People's Development Bank) ; 
this in turn caused the improper utilization of money as well as the sale 
of poor-quality plows to this sector, 


Regarding industry and, more specifically, fishing, the provincial govern- 
ment of Gaza concluded that, as far as fishing was concerned, the target 
will be attained; however, there are difficulties in control functions 
regarding the catch as such and sale in the private sector because most 

of the private operators do not have licenses and consequently are selling 
their catch secretly, 


The mills (|fish-meal preparation plants?] in the province of Gaza, have 
been affected by the lack of raw materials which is why the targets will 
not be met. 


In the cashew processing industry, the difficulties are due to the lack of 
in-house transportation facilities for the shipment of raw materiais from 
Maputo to Xai-Xai, as well as the shortage of spare parts to keep the 
machinery going so that the planned targets have been compromised, 


In the investment and construction sector, the summary prepared by the 
enlarged meeting of the Gaza provincial government concluded that "in this 
sector, most of the projects under the plan are in the execution phase 

and their completion is guaranteed but there are those projects which can- 
not be completed this year due to the shortage of iron and the dealy in 
the reception of projects, 


As for the people's supply sector, it was concluded that the correct opera- 
tion of that sector depends on the products supplied by the agricultural 
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and industrial sectors, However, in view of the difficulties experienced 
by those two sectors, combined with the efficient commercial network, the 
people's supply sector began to experience serious difficulties which were 
further accentuated starting in the month of July of this year, It is 
however expected that the goals provided for the supply of the people 
during this year will to a great extent be attained, with the exception of 
corn flour, rice, and wheat flour, although this does not mean that the 
necessary supply volume for the public will be obtained, 


in the field of health it was found that the efforts to improve the health 
aspects of the environment have been rather weak due to the lack of support 
from some agencies as well as the lack of mobilization among the population, 


Regarding education and culture, it was noted that the accomplishment of 
tasks spelled out in the plan has been satisfactory in spite of some 
organizational difficulties, 


in conclusion, it was emphasized in one of the points that, generally 
speaking, the importance of planned accomplishment was not properly realized 
and supervision was not properly exercised since the planning departments 
did not function fully because some of their officials turned out to be in- 
dividuals who are not up to that task, 


At the end of these activities, First and Governor of Gaza Joao Facitela 
Pelembe said that, "We are facing a basic problem which involves us dir- 
ectly: the aspect of organization," 


"This problem," Facitela Pelembe continued, “combined with the problems 
resulting from the lack of human resources in some cases meant that our 
goals were not attained, In part, our work grew but our organizational 
and management capacity continued to be low in many cases; our work 
methods are those used in earlier campaigns, some of which have already 
proved to be efficient," 


After saying that some sectors did /ittle to correct the previously de- 
tected shortcomings, the governor of Gaza continued: 


"In arriving at this conclusion, we find that the lack of interconnection 
and coordination between the agencies responsible for various sectors as 
well as those responsible for controlling agricultural production also 
affected the aspect of organization and planned compliance because, since 
there was no mutual support, the implementation of decisions and the 
accomplishment of the plans likewise did not develop; this meant that some 
projects were not carried out and that in turn interfered with our goals," 


Regarding the question of double subordination, attention was called to the 
fact that some agencies, before exhausting the local possibilities for 
solving certain problems, send them on to the central agencies, without 

any consultation with the provincia. government.

PURCHASE OF FACIM EXHIBITION ARTICLES STUDIED

[Text] Some of the foreign exhibitors, who were represented at FACIM

COUNCIL OF MINISTERS ESTABLISHES NEW WAGE RULES 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 13 Sep 80 pp 1,3 


(Text] With a view to creating conditions for implementing a future organi- 
zation of labor and wages based on socialist principles, our country's Coun- 
cil of Ministers has just approved a decree establishing regulations for the 
remuneration of labor. This will check the disorganization and anarchy that 
prevail in remuneration of the labor force in all sectors of activity by 
setting uniform standards for remuneration. 


The measure is part of the process of combating the evils which still exist 
in our society and which hinder the development of our resources and capa- 
bilities. The fact is, as was revealed by the 1979 survey of the country's 
labor and wage situation and by the current Political and Organizational Of- 
fensive, that disorganization and anarchy have characterized the remunera- 
tion of the labor force in this country and left the way open for the pro- 
liferation of opportunism, discrimination, parasitism, and sabotage and the 
fostering of incompetence and incapacity. At the same time, a great number 
of workers in agriculture, fishing, construction, the cashew industry, elec- 
tricity, and mining--precisely those producing the material goods which are 
indispensable to our life and the foreign exchange needed for economic and 
social development--receive wages below the minimum already achieved by 
other workers. 


Main Objectives 


The purpose of this decree is to raise the wage level of those workers-~--~-in 
spite of the country's still Limited economic and financial possibilities-- 
by bringing their remuneration up to levels compatible with the current 
state of production and productivity. This will benefit the great majority 
of the workers in agriculture and stockraising and a significant percentage 
of those in industry, transportation, and construction. 


Another of the decree's objectives is to lay the first foundations for a new 
type of organization of the labor force and of wages, one that corresponds 
both to the scientific principles tnat guide our society as a people's democ- 
racy and to the requirements of this decade for combating underdevelopment.

NEW WAGE RULES WILL END ABUSES, ANARCHY IN LABOR FIELD

(Editorial: “Who Benefits From the New Wage Regulations") 


(Text) One of the most complex issues in the political, economic, and social 
life of any society is without doubt the problematics of the labor force and 
wages. The decree on new wage regulations which has now been approved by 

the Council of Ministers and which becomes effective on 1 October establishes 
a series of rules aimed at solving some of the complex problems in this field 
which have been dragging on for a long time. 


In the first place, an outstanding feature is the improved remuneration for 
those who contribute in a basic way to our country's economic and social de- 
velopment. A great number of urban and rural workers will benefit from this 
measure. This constitutes one aspect of the class character of the measure. 
Those who produce our society's wealth are precisely those who were the main 
object of colonial-capitalist exploitation, and in many cases they suffer 
even today the severest effects of the consequences of colonialism. They 
are the chief beneficiaries. 


In the final analysis, this aspect of the measure, as well as the elimination 
of a number of privileges that benefited only a minority, is aimed at 4 more 
correct distribution of social wealth. The first steps are thus being taken 
to insure that each will in fact receive according to his work. 


But the full utilization and development of our labor force and the guarantee 
that all workers will be remunerated according to their ability involve going 
much further than simply setting new wages. 


And in fact, the decree goes as far as we feel it can in view of the current 
level of social organization. The establishment of evaluation committees 
and the introduction of new ideas--an example being the classification of 
workers into occupational categories--are measures which, as is affirmed in 
the preamble to the decree, make it possible “to lay the first foundations 
for a new type of organization of the labor force and of wages, one that 
corresponds both to the scientific principles that guide our society as a 
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} + mh . 
war? "ware" between enterprises and sometimes even between 
€ un.té te attract chis OF that worker to their own ranks? Who is not 
mace tne Obpertuniem, ueualiy Linked with nepotism, that has character 
sary prometions and wage increéeses? 


‘co Po.i.tieal and Organizational Offensive has already shown how those Gis- 
sates among enterprises are always detrimental to the ultimate objective of 
enterprises themseives: the development of the national economy, which 
Uevencs to @ large extent on the profits generated by the production units. 
secause of such competition, many workers have left jobs where their activity 
was of a4 priority nature because another enterprise offered them more pay. 
As a further difficuity, hiring someone with wage privileges is usua.iy the 
source of contradictions and divisiveness among thet workers themselves. The 
offensive has also shown the extent to which indiscriminate promotions and 
pay increases are tne main factor ir the spread of incompetence, negiigence, 
and irresponsibility. 


Getting cid of those irregularities is precisely one of the objectives of 
the measures just adopted. Promoticns and pay increases will continue, but 
according to the ability demonstrated by each individual. That abiiity will 
pe evaluated according to a correct standard and not according to the indi- 
vicual judgment of a “friend,” 


Putting an end to all the anarchy that has been developing in the various 
economic and social sec :ors--during this phase in which it is not yet pos- 
Sible to establish a socialist wage policy--is precisely what is covered by 
the decree that has now been approved. 


The decree's economic and social impact resuits from the fact that it is pre- 
cisely in the promotion of competent people and in the stimulation of each 
ineividual's efforts to improve himeelf technicaliy and scientifically that

OFFICLAL COMMENTS ON SALARY REGULATIONS, APPLICATION TO FOREIGNERS

[interview with Finance Minister Rui Baltasar Alves: ‘New Salary Provisions 
Are Worker Gain") 


[Excerpts] Decree No 4/80, containing new salary provi- 
sions, raised doubts regarding the interpretation of some 

of its articles, For example, some persons quite errone- 
ously interpreted the provisions to mean that their salaries 
would be lowered. Other persons did not understand that 
some of the ealaries indicated are minimum salaries and 
that, within each occupational category, there will be 
different salaries, to be established through a salary 

scale which has as yet not been defined. There was also 

a tendency to view this decree as the definition of a 

salary policy whereas it is only a first step toward the 
definition of that policy, It has therefore become urgent 
to clear up all of the doubts raised by the decree, 

Finance Minister Rui Baltasar Alves yesterday held a press 
conference for the national information media during which 
he talked about the scope of the measures we are now taking, 
as well as the context within which they appear; he also 
responded to the principal doubts that were raised, Here 

is the text of that press conference which we publish 

below in its entirety. 


Question: What are the fundamental principles of this new salary policy? 


Minister Rui Baltasar: The fundamental principle is the one which has 
already been spelled out, according to which each worker is to be paid in 
accordance with his work, in line with his skills, the complexity of the 
task he performs, the nature of the work he does, and his degree of task 
accomplishment, 


Good work will be rewarded with a bonus and workers, through their wages, 
will get the incentive necessary to increase their output and productivity, 
guaranteeing compliance with plans and thus assuring the development of the 
country’s economy and its future well being. 
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Question; Specifically, regarding the decree now published, what is its 
{mmediate ob ject ive’? 


Minister Rui Baltasar: The decree's immediate objectives, as we can see 
from the various chapters in which it ie divided, are as follows: 


First of all, immediately improving the wages of the most disadvantaged 
workers, especially the agricultural and Livestock workers and the day 
laborers, but not only them, therefore, during this phase, introducing 
privileges for the sectors most directly involved in production, 


in general terms, about 170,000 workers will be immediately benefited, 
merely by virtue of the implementation of this decree; this represents an 
increase in the total wage volume amounting to approximately 111,000 contos 
per month or 1,33 million contos per year. 


in order not to cause any disturbances in the country's economy, it is 
fundamental that this wage hike be expressed by an increase in the output 
and a rise in productivity, something which must be accomplished by all 
production units, 


Another one of the decree's fundamental objectives is to establish a barrier 
to the mess in the wage system which we have now by creating uniform criteria 
for all activity sectors, both government and private. It was urgent to 

put an end to the uncontrolled movenent of workers and the evil competition 
which was becoming generalized and which caused serious disturbances in 
essential sectors of the country’s economy, 


Finally, the decree creates the possibility--through the establishment of 
evaluation commissions--of providing a minimum guarantee of competence in 
the exercise of the various occupations, preventing indiscriminate promo- 
tions, and giving the workers an incentive to improve their job skilis, 


lhese are the major immediate objectives of the decree, 
juestion: Under the termes of this decree, are any wages going to be cut? 
Minister Rui Baltasar: it seems already sufficientiy clear, through in- 


formation disclosed by the press ani as indicated by the way in the decree 
itself, that its implementation does not imply any wage cuts. 


juestion: A few months ago, prices on some commodities were raised. This 
quite naturally created the expectation in many sectors that this would be 
followed by a general wage hike. In the context of the country's economy 
and the offensive against underdevelopment, up to what point was that 
expectation justified? On the other hand, how can the present decree con- 
tribute to the fight against the rise in the cost of living which in many 
cases is due to factors outside the country’s economy? 











Minister Rui Baltasar; The price increase measures adopted were explained 
thoroughly at the time, The countrs's economy is subjected to the condi- 
tions prevailing in the international economy of which we are a part, 


Factors, such as the rise in the prices on equipment items we import and 
which we cannot yet produce; raw materiale essential to the operation of 
our industries; consumer products which we do not yet produce in sufficient 
quantities to supply ourselves; runaway fuel prices--these are elements 
which are beyond our control and which are bound to produce repercussions 
on our domestic prices, 





On the other hand, many of our enterprises are operating at low output and 
productivity levels and are not correctly managed; the consequence of this 
is that they suffer losses and do not contribute to any additions to our 
wage funds, 


The secret in the fight against the rising cost of living thus is for us, 
through an increase in productivity, through correct business management, 
proper organization and effective austerity measures, where such measures 
can and must be applied, to reduce production costs in our enterprises, 
to increase the quantity of available goods, and to create surpluses, 


The expectations which arose in connection with wages therefore will be 
justified only to the extent to which we are capable of together achieving 
these objectives, 


[t is true that the workers want to have higher wages and better living 
conditions, That is the policy of the FRELIMO Party and government, but 
it is in the hands and in the intelligence of all Mozambican workers to 
create the conditions so that these expectations will be met, as they were 
already to a great extent so far, by giving priority to those workers who 
were most in need of having their work stimulated and who had to take upon 
themselves the heaviest sacrifices. 


Question: There are passages in this decree which are not sufficiently 
clear, primarily if we are not familiar with the explanations, such as 
those which you, Mr, Minister, have just given us on the future wage 
oolicy of which this document is a part. A quick reading of its provisions 
even caused some students to believe that it is not worth studying that 
document, nor to try to learn anything from it because there was no ine 
centive to do so. What can you tell us on those questions? 


Minister Rui Baltasar: As a matter of fact, only a hasty reading of the 
decree could lead to conclusions of the kind you have {ust mentioned, 


The decree establishes a clear scale as a function of the rise in the 
academic skill level, so that there will be higher wages for higher levels, 
What the decree says is that, upon completion of certain degrees of school 
education, individuals who start out on their professional activities will 
get certain fixed remunerations during the first 2 or 3 years of their 
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we Muet not forget that the student, upon completing a certain level of 
education, enters professional life, normally without any practical exe 
perience, and the first yeare of his professional life are a supplement 
to the inatructton he received in the schoole, 


omly alter practical work, only after the person has displayed real ability 
and proved his technical qualifications, only then can one perform the 
correct professional placement procedure so that the person will get a fair 
salary in return for the work done, This is why the decree was an incentive 
for study and for the improvement of skills, contrary to what a hasty 
reading might lead one to think--and in many cases the people who commented 
did not even read the decree, 


There ie therefore not the slightest reason for any worry, such as it was 
expressed by some students, and even some parents, that academic effort 

will not be recognized because che decree expresses the exact opposite of 
that and because this will go into the further development of wage policy, 


Question: The decree establishes salaries and salary increases during 

the first 2 or ! years of professional experience acquired by recent grad- 
yates, Starting with the second or third year of employment, will those 
salaries be kept the same forever? In other words: the decree spells out 
minimum salaries; but what are or what can the maximum salaries be? 


Minister Rui Baltasar: This question has already been answered in a cer- 

tain way and it is obvious that the salaries fixed for the second or third 
year are not final salaries, As to what the maximum salaries are going to 
be, that will depend on the salary scale to be established as well as the 

other mechanisms provided tor under the salary system, 


Queetion: Under the terms of this decree, there are not going to be any 
higher family allowances, housing allowances, and per-diem, What are the 
reasons behind that decision? 


Minister Rui Baltasar: The reasons leading to that decision result from 
the analysis of the country’s wage panorama, Om the one hand, the number 
of workere who were getting those benefits constitutes an extremely small 
percentase in comparison to the total working population, On the other 
hand, these subsidies arose in a context that was completely different from 
the current one and constituted measures of a demagogic character which 
were designed to conceal the real rights of the workers, 


Regarding the tam.ly allowance, not only was it distributed on a class- 
oriented and discriminatory basis, but, in real terms, it had no signi- 
ficance as a family protection measure because its amount was ridiculously 
low. The chiet guarantee for the family budget must be provided by the 

fair wage earned by the worker and by measures of a social character adopted 
by the government in the field of the right to education, to health, to 
housing, and to child care. 
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ene explanations aleo cover the aspects relating to housing subsicies 
in which connection it must be pointed out in particular that the measure 
involving the nationalization of real estate and the resultant effects 
constituted the greatest benefit that could have been provided; a signifi- 
cant number of Mozambican workers is already enjoying the fruits of that, 


finally, as far as per-diem is concerned, the important thing to keep in 
mind ie that seniority in a certain occupation must be evaluated not by 
iteelt but by what can result from it in terme of raising the level of 
work done, The experience acquired in work therefore will be properly 
recognized under this wage policy, 


Question: This decree does not apply to foreign citizens who work in the 
country. However, we know of cases where foreign workers are incompetent 
and their technical capacity was not in keeping with their resumes and 

thelr salaries, Does not this experience, encountered in some enterprises 
and even in the government, demonstrate the need for establishing principles 
of professional and technical evaluation also for foreign workers to be 
hired in the future? 


Minister Rui Baltasar: The problem raised here is a real problem but it 

is up to each sector that hires foreign workers to make sure that those 
workers have the necessary qualifications corresponding to the salary 

level they are going to be offered, Let us recall however that although 
there may be situations of this kind, there are also cases of may foreign 
workers who, with a high internationalist spirit of cooperation, contribute 
to the country's development effort in return for wages which are sometimes 
symbolic or lower than those they could get in other countries with degrees 
ot development or with resources much greater than those of Mozambique, 


It is therefore desirable that probation periods be instituted in hiring 
foreign workers so as to permit the evaluation of their real capacity. 


Question: On the other hand--and this is a question which many people have 
raised--when a foreign worker does the same job as a domestic worker but 
draws a much higher wage, does that not challenge the fundamental principle 
of "to each according to his work?" 


“inister Rui Baltasar: The conditions involved in the hiring of foreign 
nersonnel vary and the same is true of the service rendered by our own 
workers, In hiring foreign workers, we are facing a situation of necessity, 
a temporary situation, involving negotiations. This is totally different 
from the situation regarding our own Mozambican workers, Our entire effort 
must be aimed at making sure that the fundamental activities of foreign 
workers will be channeled toward the training of Mozambican workers, thus, 
in the shortest time possible, reducing the neec for that cooperation, 

above all in areas where this does not require a high level of specializa- 
tion. 


Situations of this kind therefore tend to disappear as the country's 
cadre training effort begins to yield its fruits.

IRREGULARITIES, ABUSES DETECTED IN YOUTH ORGANIZATION

(Text) Accused of negligence, incompetence, and the encouragement of sexual 
and material corruption among young people, the provincial secretary of the 
OJM [Mozambique Youth Organization] in Gaza was relieved of his duties sev- 
eral days ago. It was also decided, because of other irregularities, to dis- 
solve that provincial secretariat, 


The decisions were reached during a meeting by the OJM structures in that 
province following an investigation into the situation in that ODM [expan- 
sion unknown] by a team from the National Secretariat of the Mozambique 
Youth Organization. The investigation began last 20 August. 


Because of the general ineffectiveness and total disorganization of OJM 
structures in the province, it was also decided at the meeting to dissolve 
the district coordinating councils in Chibuto, Gaza, and Macia and to dis- 
miss the organization's district secretariat in the Chibuto District. 


During the same meeting, which was oresided over by the head of the party's 
Department of Organization in Gaza Province, it was decided to form a team 
of experts to investigate the financial situation of the OJM Provincial Sec- 
retariat and the Chai Restaurant. That decision was made as a result of the 
finding that the OJM's assets had been improperly used by the now-extinct 
provincial secretariat and particularly by the former OJM secretary himself. 


New OUM Provincial Secretary Named 


Followine a thorough and exhaustive analysis of the OUM's activity, which 
in Gaza Province was characterized by the paralysis and apathy of all struc- 
tures at the various levels, the team from the national secretariat that 
waS investigating the situation in the Gaza organization decided to name 
Guilherme Muzima, member of the OJM Provincial Secretariat and head of the 
Voluntary Brigade in Maputo Province, as secretary of the ODM in question. 


In addition, two members were appointed to support the setting up of the new 
provincial secretariat and the organization of OJM district structures in 








za irovince, They will work in parallel with the new provincial secretar- 


lat. 


In view of the disorganization that characterized the district conferences 
in Chibuto, Gaza, and Macia, it was decided at the meeting to hold those 
conferences again by this coming 15 October. This will require preliminary 
organizational work with the rank-and-file structures. 


Situation Discovered in OJM Structures 


The final communique read at the close of the meeting at which the above 
measures were adopted emphasized that in general, the structures of that ODM 
were ineffective. The reason for the situation was the lack of specific 
directives concerning the work to be done by the structures at all levels. 


Concerning the former provincial secretary, the document charges that in 
addition to encouraging material and sexual corruption, he was negligent by 
not concerning himself with the correct operation of the rank-and-file struc- 
tures. He made improper use of the organization's assets and fostered de- 
partmentalism, working without close ties with other party and government 
structures in that province. 


The situation--made worse by the fact that many workers at the OJM Provincial 
Headquarters in Gaza had not been paid since 1978 and that this fact was not 
given proper attention by the former provincial secretary--was not only the 
reason for the dissolution of the provincial secretariat in question but also 
drew attention to the need for an investigation into that organization's 
financial situation. 


The document presented at the conclusion of the meeting approved two motions, 
one in support of the party and government decision concerning the help to 
be given to drought victims in the country's various provinces, and the 
other concerning the restoration of the war zones. And it emphasized that 
"the young people, aware of their duty in the country's restoration, affirm 
once again their commitment to the many tasks to be carried out in this 
decade: the decade of victory over underdevelopment."

READER COMPLAINS OF PRACTICES LN PRIVATELY OWNED BAKERIES

[Excerpts] I want to thank the editors of this newspaper for the publica- 
tion of my contribution in which I try to criticize certain situations 
which I think, if I am not mistaken, constitute a case where the working 
class is being shoved aside by some new owners of establishments trans- 
ferred by the government, 


In compliance with the guidelines established by His Excellency the Chair- 
man of the FRELIMO Party and Presicent of the People's Republic of Mozam- 
bique, the Ministry of Domestic Trade is proceeding to the sale--or trans- 
fer--of commercial and industrial establishments. So far, so good, 
Problems begin in another phase--the phase when these establishments are 
taken over and when they start operating, 


In some bakeries in Maputo, bread-baking is being improved regarding the 
quality of the bread that is being baked in those bakeries and this is 
due to the start of operation, at the end of January of this year, of the 
Cadre Training Center--Baking Schocl--in this province, in the town of 
Benfica; this greatly contributed to the improvement of quality, the 
standardization of work methods, and the elimination of the most crying 
instances of breach of discipline. Since the center was opened, six 
courses have been given and a total of 381 workers have been trained, It 
should be emphasized that workers who were trained belong to the bakeries 
which are under government control, 


However, as a result of the transfer of these bakeries to the new owners, 
some did not take into account the special skills which the workers in 
their establishments had been trained in at the above-mentioned center; 
as a result, they discharged them and instead hired others whom the 
owner (boss) would rather have, 


Many of them (the bosses) talked rather arrogantly to their workers, saying 
that, if they objected to any order given them, they would send them away 
because there are many people in Xipamanine who are looking for work, 
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bu@’ take into account the fect that Sanv of theae workers were and 
are \eroes of labor eince some of chem contributed tremendously to keeping 
the respected bakeries going in epite of the flight of their former owners 
who in many cases left them completely paralyzed, 


Another question itnvolvea ahifte, 


recall that during the celebration of 1 May last year, if 1 am not mis- 
taken, Hie Excelleney the President of the Republic issued guidelines for 
the bread- baking sector so that each bakery would institute a night shift 
in order to make it possible to turn out a larger number of loaves of 
bread so as to minimize the supply problem, 


ree work shifte were inetituted in all bakeries under government control 
nd each shift consisted of 8 houre of work; the bakery thus was kept 
solnpe <« houre a day from that moment on, But as a result of the transfer 
f these bakeries to the new owners, some have a tendency to eliminate or 
they have already eliminated the third shift and they have switched or will 
switch to only two shifts and, quite logically, some workers will have to 
ne discharged or have already “beer turned out into the streets,” 


Are the new owners really concernec with our party's and government's pre- 
cCupat. ore 


Finally, I would only like to ask those who read this critical letter to 
let me know whether I am & ong because it is quite natural that I might not 
see the situation in the proper light and perhaps there are justified 
motives for this situation. But if there are no such motives, then | 
ereatiy regret the fact that so much government money was wasted on train- 
ine cadres who now cannot be useful to the nation and to the people because 
the new bosses put them out into the street,--Manhique.

WHEAL SHIPMENT WILL ENSURE SUPPLY OF BREAD 
Arrival in Beira 
Beira NOTICIAS DA BEIRA in Portuguese 10 Sep 80 p 1 


[Text According to information obtained by our newspaper, 1,000 tons of 
wheat were unloaded yesterday afternoon in the port of Beira from the ship 
“Nedlloyd Albany." The unloading started yesterday. Yesterday morning the 
MOBELRA started receiving the wheat for milling and it is expected that the 
flour of this cereal will be distributed soon to the bread industry of the 
city ot Beira, 


This wheat is a shipment from Australia given to our country by the Swiss 
Covernment. A reliable source told us that between the 23d and the 26th 
of this month another ship is to arrive in Beira carrying 7,200 tons of 
this cereal. 


On the other hand, we have learned that until the end of this year, including 
the two shipments mentioned above, close to 18,000 tons of wheat will arrive 
in the port of Beira. This amount will be sufficient to supply the local 
market foraperiod of 6 months. "We believe that there will be no more 
probiem with the supply of wheat in the near future,” we were told. 


The arrival of the 1,000 tons of Australian wheat will allow the resumption 
ictivities of the local bread industry. As a matter of fact for the

FARMER'S ASSOCIATION PROPOSES NEW APPROACH TO OWNERSHIP

UCKED away on the east side of 
Transkei at the south-western tip 
ot Natal, East Griqualand is a part 
of the world which people easily over: 
look. It is one of those anomalies in 
South Afmica which make it a fun place 
to live in, Although it has sent its muik, its 
beef and is mutton to Natal, anc its 
children to school there, and is part of 
Pietermaritzburg’s hinterland, it was unal 
two years ago in the Cape Province. 
The beauty of East Gnqualand numbs 
one. Enchanting shadows and colours 
impart an air of romance and mystery 


which stirs the stomach. Kokstad and 
Matatiele form the hubs of the area — the 


backbone of Kokstad is the farming 
community, whereas the essence of life in 
Matatiele is the huge trade carried on 
with Blacks in Transkei and Lesotho. 
Because of the area's remoteness and its 
somewhat uncertain future farm prices 
are relatively low 

These tarmers and their Mount Currie 
Farmers’ Association have now develop- 
ed a radical new line of thinking which 
could have wide implications for the 
farming areas of South Afnca which 
border on homelands and which are 
affected by consolication proposals. 

The consolidation issue and the pos- 
sible handing over ot East Gnqualand to 
Transke: hangs like the sword of 
Damocies over the whoie area anc the 
messy handling of the buying out of the 
Ongeluksnek white farming community 
has made people aware that the sword has 
a cutting edge. With P.W. Botha jetcson- 
ing the quota svstem of the 1936 Land 
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Act, which has dominated rural life ever 
since, the farmers are in anew bail gar ¢ 
Fresh and hard thinking is the result. 
Farmers associations generaily have 
had the attitude that ‘Black land’ and 
‘White land must be separated and that 
Blacks may only tarm in Black controlled 
areas. There has been non-political 
co-operation by the Agricultural Union 
with the Government, certainiv in Natal 
to trv to ensure that Black spots are 
removed, that inefficient subsistence 
farmers (usually Blacks) get off the more 
fertile land, and that high rainfail areas be 
protected from peasant farmers 


T.. Mount Cure Farmers’ Assoc: 
ation has taken a radically different 
stance. It has rejected the concept ot 
consolidation ip terms of the 1936 Land 
Act and it has aso rejected the concept 
of partition whereby White farmers 
would be cut into Black homelands and 
be expected to carry on farming under 
some sort of indemnit'. Instead they 
have decided that it would be in the 
interests of South African agriculture if 
the ownership of farm iand couid be open 
to ail South Afncans, provided that they 
farm according to the Soil Conservation 
Act. In other words, they are saying that 


if any South African, regardless of race, 
has the money or can raise the tinance 


through the Land Bank or orherwise, he 
shoulc be entitled to purchase a farm on 
the open market as only Whites, with 
some exceptions can do at present.

high respect in the community because of 
his integrity. his commitment to law and 
order with justice and his good farming 
Aithough he has pubiicly supported the 
Progressive Party for years, James Ren:

matters 


H. speaks in the ponderous way of 
men who know that they cannot make 
the summer come any faster. nor the 
winter end any sooner, nor the cows caive 
down 1 ore quickly.

He represents those farmers who care 
deeply and desperately for South Africa
